‘Roosevelt had changed his mind about 
i the new spelling, he remarked: “ That’s 
|interesting.” After a moment's hesitation 
he continued: 

“T think it would be extremely indec- 
orous for anybody connected with the 
Simplified Spelling Board to criticise the 
President’s action. I refused to be in- 
terviewed when the President came out 
in favor of us, and I must refuse now.” 
| Prof. Matthews is less reluctant to dis- 
{cuss the failure of Congress to accept the 
{new spelling. He says that, basing 
i his estimate on letters received by him, 
ithe cause is becoming more popular all 
the time. At present there are 11,000 sig- 
|natures to the agreement to use the com- 
{mittee’s simplified forms, and they are 
|coming in at the rate of 1,000 or 2,000 a 
| month. 
| The decision of Congress is offset, Prof. 
i Matthews thinks, by the fact that all the

MRS. STORER DENIES RUMORS. 


Will Not Engage In Social War with 
President’s Family.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 13.—The Stor- 
ers declare they have no intention of 
going to Washington this Winter to en- 
gage in a social war with the President 
and his family. At her home on Grandin 
Road, Mrs. Storer gave out the follow- 
ing statement this evening:

KING OSCAR CRITICALLY ILL. 


Crown Prince Gustavus Summoned 
Back to Sweden from Germany. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 13.—Considerable 
alarm was occasioned the Swedish people 
to-day by a statement that the health of 
King Oscar was causing much anxiety, 
that all the members of the royal family 
had assembled at the palace, and that fhe 
Crown Prince Gustavus Adolphus had 
been summoned hurriedly from Berlin. 

It appears that King Oscar has been 
ailing for some days past. His indis- 
osition was not regarded as serious until 
Vednesday, when he developed symptoms 
of serious heart weakness, with an irregu- 
lar pplse and difficulty in breathing. His 
heart’ has been more or less affected for 
the past three years, and in fear that be- 
cause of his great age the present attack 
might prove tatal four doctors have been 
in attendance. 

The King slept fairly well last night, and 
was better this morning, but toward after- 
noon his condition again became alarming. 
At 9 o'clock, however, it was learned that 
the King had had some further sleep, and 
that his doctors were hopeful of a rally. 

The Crown Prince is expected to arrive 
here to-morrow morning.

as was revealed, for instance, during 
the Dreyfus agitation. The Vatican's 
present act of intolerance will tend to 
make the yoke of Rome soon unbear- 
able for some of its most devoted, zeal- 
ous adherents. 

Of schism, properly speaking, there ts 
little likelihood. Yet woeful is the 
plight to which the 78,000 priests in 
France havé been reduced and impos- 
sible the position in which good French 
churchmen who wish to practice thelr 
religfon, but without bigotry, are placed 
| through the Pope’s action, which is 
; certain to bring about unforeseen 
; events. It may or may not be true that 
the Pope complains of the supineness 
of the French Catholics, as reported to- 
day. In any case their patriotism and 
|} good sense will not allow them to cre- 
ate civil war at the bidding of any for- 
eign potentate, even the Pope. 

Among the instances of resistance to 
the Papal injunctions by the clergy, a 
| very characteristic one has occurred in’ 
; Paris. The Abbé Moineau, incumbent 
o¢ the Church of St. Blaise de Charonne, 
|has caused a declaration to be made in 
accordance with the law by two mem- 
bers of his congregation. Reminded 
that he had acted contrary to the in- 
structior. of the Pope, the Abbé said: 

“Listen to me. Above my quality as 
a priest submissive to Rome I am 
| French and a republican, and, belleve 
|me, there are many others like myself, 


}I know some of them, but, unfortue 
nately, there is no solidarity among us., 
We are constantly spoken to about tha 
Pope. He is a long way off, and it ig 
not he who will feed us. 

“Do not believe that we are dupes 
of the manoeuvres of Rome. We all 
know that Pius X. is the instrument of 
the German and Austrian Cardinais, 
For that reason I refvse to give way, 
If the Archbishop punishes ma I may 
i; possibly do so. Perhaps I may go to 
see M. Clemenceau to ask support of 
i the Government. Whatever the conse- 
| quences of my conduct may be, I re-« 
gret nothing, for before all I am a 
Frenchman,” ’ 

There can be no doubt that the Abbé 
expresses the feeling and disposition of 
a large number of priests. 


Papal Decision Not Final. 


It appears that the promised explana- 
tion of the prohibition by the Vatican 
to make the declaration required by the 

llaw of 1881 has been received by the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Paris. It ig 
contained in a letter from Cardinal 
Merry Del Val, and it is stated that thig 
letter shows that the Papal decision ig 
not final.

PARIS, Dec. 13.—The separation law 
was put in force this morning in all 
the churches of Paris whose congrega- 
tions have not yet conformed to the 
regulation, but in no case was there 
any public disturbance. At the Made- 
leine a youth of sixteen tried to force 
his way to the altar with his hat on, 
but was arrested by a policeman in 
plain clothes. 

Detectives were present at all the 
churches and drew up official reports 
to the effect that public meetings had 
been held in them without preliminary 
authorization from the local authori- 
lies, and subsequently the officiating 
priests were summoned to the neigh- 
boring police stations to be informed 
that they would be prosecuted for a 
breach of the law. 

The maximum fine for holding a pub- 
lic meeting without authorization for 
any purpose whatsoever is 500f. Priests 
render themselves liable to this fine 
every time they celebrate mass, but a 


reyetition of the offense does not in- |

“For a spinner of beautiful discourses, 
breathing humanity and justice, the 
French demigod cannot be surpassed. It 
is a common observation of historians 
that in the most bloody seasons or the 
French Revolution the air was full of 
sweet words about fraternity and liberty. 
coming from the very men who made the 
streets run with blood. These men and 
those who inherit their spirit can_ talk 
more divinely and act more diabolically 
than any other on earth. They do not of 
course want bloodshed now, but the spirit 
of hatred exists in them just as strongly. 

‘‘In order to understand the present sit- 
uation, it must be borne in mind that be- 
fore the French Revolution all churches, 
all ecclesiastical lands and properties be- 
longed to the Church by as just a title as 
property is owned in our own country by 
the Catholics. Methodists, or any other re- 
‘ligous denomination. At the Revolution ajJl 
buildings. landed properties, funds, &c., 
were confiscated by the revolutionists. But 
the injustice of this was soon recognized, 
and the Constituent Assembly publicly 
and solemnly pledged itself to render 
some sort of justice to the Church by giv- 
ing for the support of the clergy and the 
maintenance of worship an annual budget. 
This amounted to a little more than 
per cent. on the values appropriated by 
the State. ; 

“Let it be remembered, too, that this 
act of quasi-justice took place twelve 
years before the Concordat between the 
Holy See and Napoleon I. The payment, 
therefore, of the clerical stipends was not 
dependent simply upon a concordat, but 
was a recognition of a just debt owed by 
the State to the Church for appropriating 
funds which had been producing a reve- 
nue for the support of the clergy and the 
maintenance of worship. 


Present Conflict a Long One. 
“The present conflict dates back to the 
year 1880, when a large number of re- 
ligious houses were closed, by order of 


the Government, and their occupants dis- 
persed and forced to seek religious lib- 
erty in the land of the stranger. From 
that time scarcely a year has passed with- 
out some annoyance to the Church—a 
series of petty acts of discrimination that 
were bound in the long run to call forth 
a protest. The protest came in the form 
of a personal letter from Pope Leo XIII. 
to President Grévy in May, 1883, which 
Was answered courteously enough, indeed, 
but the answer was a mere waste of time 
and paper so far as results were con- 
cerned. In spite of the Pontiff’s reason- 
able objections, the injurious law was 
assed. As far as possible, God and re- 
igion were banished from the schools and 
hospitals, the oath deprived of its relig- 
ious character, and clerics impressed into 
the military service. 

‘Next, in 1901, the law of associations 
was passed—a law which, as interpreted 
and executed by Combes, caused untold 
misery to thousands. By it the schools in 
charge of religeiux were forced out of 
existence. The members of the different 
religious congregations, not only male, 
but female as well, *were sent forth, cas: 
out upon the world and obliged either to 
eke out an existence as best they could 
in their own native France or go into ex- 
ile. Many of these were old men and old 
women who had spent a lifetime within 
the convent walls, and were now driven 
out, no longer able to begin a new career 
and with no means of support. 

‘*Finally in December, 105, 
cordat was dissolved and separation 
Church and State proclaimed. 

“It is essential to bear in 
the Concordat was a genuine contract, 
and that this contract was annulled by 
one of the parties, the French Govern- 
ment, with no regard to the wishes of 
the other party.

Bulletin Officiel de L’Etat Independent du 
Congo, and supply information as to the 
exact nature of the syndicate’s rights in 
Central Africa, which has so far been 
withheld by the representatives of the 
syndicate here. 

According to the Official Bulletin, the 
rights conferred upon the syndicate by a 
royal decree dated Nov. 9, 1906, give it 
the right to prospect for metals over the 
whole of the unassigned public domain 
for six years. Whatever mines may be 
established by this exploration may be 
worked for ninety-nine years, one out of 
every three becoming at once the property 
of the State. 

A company called the Société Interna- 
tionale Forestiére et Miniére du Congo 
(International Congo Lumber and Mining 
Company) has been organized to finance 
the concession with a capital of 38,500 
shares, of which half have been taken by 
the American syndicate and the balance 
stay in the hands of the Belgian capital- 
ists who have already begun the develop- 
ment of the country. 

The American syndicate paid $1! 50,000 
down, and it is pledged to bring the total | 
payment for its half of the concession up 
to $1,600,000. The grant covers an area 
of about 2,500,000 acres, which is a com 
paratively small area when it is con- 
sidered that the Congo Free State com-

WAGES RAISED ON D., L. & W. 


The Spirit of Lawlessness, He Says, Is 
One of the First Things Educa- 
cation Should Counteract. 


—_—_—— 


The Union College Alumni held their an- 
nual dinner at the Hotel Manhattan last 
night. Andrew V. V. Raymond, Presi- 
dent of Union College, told the diners 
that he thought the present age created 
some demands upon educational institu- 
tions that should be resisted. 

‘The desire for a degree just for the 
sake of a degree,”’ he said, ‘‘ should be re- 
sisted. The commercial value and the ant 
cial value of the degree create a demand 
for short and easy courses.” 

A desire for mere superficial knowledge | 
should also be resisted in the interests 
of sound education, he said. The desire 
for technical training was another result! 
of modern conditions. ** Unfortunately 
rapid transit igs in the blood of the gen- 
eration,’’ he declared. ‘*‘ Boys wish to 
become engineers too quickly.” 

“The final modern desire to be resisted 
by our colleges,’’ Dr. Raymond contin- 
ued, ‘“‘is that represented by the spirit 
of lawlessness or lack of respect for au- 
thority. This spirit is often a part of 
the conduct of corporations. It leads to 
anarchy. So it is the duty of the col- 
leges to train men for their duties as citi- 
zens.”’ 

Dr. Raymond announced that the Gen- 
eral Electric Company had just given 
$25,000 toward the $100,000 needed to ob- 
tain Mr. Carnegie’s offer of a like sum. 
This left but $20,000 to be raised. 

Dr. Henry M. Leipziger, who has charge 
of the Board of Education's free lectures, 
said that education was for the people. 
There was a time, he said, when the 
school buildings of New York were used 
only five hours a day. Now many of them 
were used night and day. 

The speech of Secretary of State Root 
at the Pennsylvania Society dinner on 
Wednesday night was severely criticised 
in the address of Charles E. Patterson, 
ex-Speaker of the Pennsylvania Assem- 
bly, and there was some applause and 
much laughter at his remarks. 

Mr. Patterson led up to his attack on 
the policy advocaied by Secretary Root 
by saying that Union College had been 
started and founded by funds raised by 
two lotteries, which were not thought 
wrong then.

SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 13.—General 
Supt. T. E, Clarke of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna & Western Raiiroad announced 
to-day a 10 per cent. increase in the wages 
of all employes in the transportation de- 
partment of the company, to take effect 
after Jan. 1.

CARNEGIE ON WEALTH TAXES. 


Ironmaster Against an Income Tax 


and for Mulcting Inheritances. 


Here is the speech, in full, in which 
Andrew Carnegie expressed himself to the 
Civic Federation as against an income tax 
and in favor of a heavy inheritance tax.: 
Income Tax “ Made a Nation of Liars.” 


With all that these gentlemen have said 
in regard to income tax I am in hearty 
accord. I believe with Mr. Gladstone, 
who said that it ‘‘ made a nation of liars.” 
There is no tax so pernicious, not only 
from an economic, but from & moral point 
of view, as a tax that requires the strug- 
gling young business man to be fearful 
whether the bank Directors will pass his 
note for $1,000 to-morrow, fearful that he 
will be compelled to explain all his pri- 
vate business to some man in the com- 
munity who may be himself a bank Di- 
rector or who is connected with a bank. 

It penetrates business to the core. The 
Nation will never regret anything so much 
as attempting to collect a tax upon men 
engaged in business, bees making honey 
for the National hive, and trying to pene- 
trate into the minutiae of all their busi- 
ness, making them liable to have competi- 
tors and bank Directors and all

Guthrie’s Equality’s No Equality. 

When the President issued his message 
upon that subject I took the liberty of 
sending him a copy of ‘“* The Gospel of 
Wealth,’’ written seventeen years ago, in 
which I laid down my views in regard to 
graduated taxation and the inheritance 
tax, and there I stand advocating that as 
the best means of getting something like 
a better redistribution of wealth than we 
can by any other means. [Applause.] 

The term equality which my friend, 
Mr. Guthrie, uses—he wants equality in 
everything—is not equality. If a 
man is struggling along on $1,000 a year 
and another man has $100,000 a year, and 
another $1,000,000, it is a wrong use of the 
word equality to say that they 
taxed the same. 

Adam Smith, an authority to which I 
commend you, gives us the right solution. 
It should be the object of lawmakers to 
derive from every citizen taxation for the 
support of Government in proportion to 
his ability to pay. That is the true equal- 
ity. [Applause.] 

Now, Mr. President, the subject 
wealth distribution will not down. 
obviously unequal, strangely unequal. Let 
us see for 2 moment how wealth arises. 
We will take a farmer with two sons; he 
pays to them: “I can give you each a 
farm.’’ They marry nice ladies, known in 
the neighborhood, of good kith and kin,

They find two farms, one in the north- 
ern part of this island and the other 
across the river in Harlem, and they are 
both the same price. They draw 
which shall get the Harlem farm and 
which shall get the Manhattan farm.

They go 
on, cultivate their farms with equal abil- 
ity and assiduity. ‘They are splendid 
neighbors, very thoughtful of every poor 
neighbor, by accident or otherwise; help- 
ing everybody, public-spirited men, irre- 
proachable citizens.

There are 
large buildings now, from which they 
draw rents, where once the farm stood. 
The other farmer keeps along, well doing, 
in comfortable circumstances, his children

Go on, generation after generation, and 
they become millionaires. Ten to one, 
from my experience with young million- 
aires, ten to one they are very far from 
being the useful, creditable American 
citizens that the children are of the 
poorer man. Who made the wealth of the 
one family? Not ability, foresight, indus- 
try, labor. Nothing of the kind. It grew 
while the man slept—and probably the 
best thing that the man ever did was to 
forget he had it, he might have sold it if 
he had been thinking of it. 


Community a Partner 
Riches. 


Now tell me, my fellows of the Civic 
Federation, is there anything of equality 
in that? Is there anything to glorify the 
one family or to reward the one family 
against the other? Who made that 
wealth? The community, [applause,] the 
population, the people. Then you tell me 
that wealth is sacred. I say that the 
community was the leading partner that 
made that wealth. It was hundreds of 
people settling up there, thousands of 
people settling around there, and here 
these millionaires who have toiled not, 
neither have they spun, they come and 
they die. 

I am. not in favor of touching the bee 
when it is making the honey. Let the bee 
work. But when he passes away, then I 
sey the silent partner, the community 
that made that wealth, Mr. President, 
should receive its dividend [Applause] a 
large proportion.

If New York had remained a village, if 
the Western States had not developed, if 
the people of the United States had not 
increased in population and by their la- 
bors become well doing, and did not wish 
to visit New York, did not wish to buy 


things in New York to ship back and 
forth, he would not have been a million- 
aire. There, again, wealth flows from the 
community. I think, as before, society 
makes a huge mistake if it ever interferes 
with an organizing man in his lifetime. 
{Applause.] 

T cares with what Mr. Guthrie says. 
They get very little. As a rule, a self- 
made millionaire is not an extravagant 
man himself. The man who has made 
money can usually be trusted to keep it. 
{Applause.] It is more difficult to keep 
sometimes than to acquire. But as far 
as sons and children, they are not so 
lconstituted. They have never known 
what it was to figure means to the end, 
to live frugal lives, or to do any useful 
work, 

Take another man, another brother. He 
might be so fortunate, we will say, as to 
settle in Pittsburg—not a bad place to set- 
tle in. [Laughter.] Now he sees a dis- 
covery that coking coal is there for smelt- 
ing iron, and there (pointing to a gentle- 
man in the audience) is one of the men 
that did it very early in life, my partner, 
John Walker, who called in to see me 
this morning, and I brought him down. 
[Applause.] 

Public Growth Grows. Wealth. 


Why, it was as plain as A-B-C that 
Pittsburg was the place wheye you could 
make a ton of steel cheaper than any- 
where else in the world, and that young 
man and other young fellows, bright, in- 
telligent fellows, went to Europe, and saw 
what Great Britain was doing. Britain 
was always ahead in steel manufacture. 
They found a lack of raw materials, of 
everything, and they bought up ore mines | 
on Lake Superior. 

They bought up coke till they could not 
rest around them; forty acres; everything } 
conducing to the making of steel.

Now I think there is nothing so pitiable 
on earth as a man who spends his last 
years, when he should be doing what the 
ancients called ‘‘making his soul,” still 
grabbing for ‘more dollars, which he 
hoards, and who has not contributed 
largely to all the good uses and generous 
purposes during his life that appeal to 
him. And, therefore, that is another rea-

One more point, and I am done. Mr. 
Guthrie gives you a quotation of a great 
many English writers on economics, They 
are out of date. [Laughter and applause.] 
They were writing upon conditions so dif- 
ferent from those that confront us. They 
are like the old writers that you find in 
the old countries where they used to hold 
to the theory of the divine right of Kings. 
And now Britain to change that has 
adopted the principle that the King shall 
do no wrong, and so they don’t let him 
do anything. 


Public’s Judgment Is Good, 


And those old economists that wrote 
that have no {dea of the rfghts of the peo- 
ple. They were all conservative, aristo- 
cratic to a degree, and they had no idea 
that a workingman had the right to a vote. 
In my father’s time, when I was a young 
child, I can remember, the idea of a man 
voting who did not pay an enormous rent 
A few con- 
trolled the country. 

It was the opinion then that educated 
men were the proper people to rule. We 
know better than that. We know that on 
an average the public opinion, the judg- 
ment of a majority of the people upon 
great issues, and especially in America, 
has been right when the Ideas of the edu- 
cated few have been wrong. [Applause.] 

We are not content with present condi- 
tions. There is not a true American who 
is content with things as they are. But 
mind you he is conservative. I smiled 
when I heard Mr. Gompers speak of Con- 
gress. doing this, sequestrating estates, 
and all that thing. Why, the people in 
this country, as that great old Scotchman 
Wilson, whom the President spoke about, 
said, “‘In addition to the powers enumer- 
ated {n our Constitution, there resides in 
the body of the peopie all powers,.”’ [Ap- 
plause. J 

The People Can Be Trusted.

The third cause of the production of large 
fortunes has been the securing, by means 
which were questionable, of contracts at 
nominal prices for the use of the streets 
of various cities for the purpose of trans- 
portation and lighting. In the beginning 
of the street-car system and of electric 
lighting and of gas plants the cities were 


so- anxious to get the benefit of these com- 
panies that they made great concessions— 
mace long contracts and reserved to them- 
selves no right to control the prices 
charged, and reserved no interest or share 
for themselves in the profits of the future. 
The promoters of these companies have 
bought what ought neither to be pur- 
chased nor sold; they have corrupted 
Legislatures and city governments, and 
have thereby obtained special privileges 
which have enabled them to amass great 
fortunes. 

There has been, however, a great awak- 
ening of the people in the last few years 
on this subject, and they are now alive 
to the fact that they must not give away 
their streets; that corrupt officials who 
attempt to do so must be turned out of 
office and punished. 

There are two remedies.

INGALLS FOR AN INCOME TAX, 


New Inheritance Laws and Modified 
Tariff—Admits Present Evils. 


The speech in which Melville E. Ingalls, 
ex-President of the ‘Big Four” Rail- 
road, gave the federation his views as to 
the causes of the piling up of great indi- 
vidual fortunes, and expressed himself as 
in favor of new inheritance laws, was as 
follows: 

I was invited to address you to-day 
upon the policy or advisability of an in- 
come and inheritance tax, especially with 
a view to Hmiting the large accumula- 
tions of wealth in the possession of indi- 
viduals. The subject has been brought 
before the public by the President’s mes- 
sage, and it has set all of our citizens 
thovghtfully and seriously te considering 
it. The real thought, I think, running in 
the minds of the people is: ‘‘Are the 
large individual fortunes which have been 
and are being made to-day a menace to 
the prosperity of our country, and if so, 
hew can they ke limited?” 

This involves, as I understand it, no in- 
criticism, for there are many 
large fortunes which are held by people 
who consider the cbligaticns they owe to 
society and their fellow-men and endeavor 
munity, but there are others which are 
used for selfish purposes, and the increase

‘ious alarm among students of political 
economy. 
There 
three prolific sources of multi-millionaires 

which are open to criticism. 
We Should Modify the Tariff. 
The first, in the minds of some of us, Is 
the tariff. It has made possible combina- 
tions which have produced colossal for- 
tunes, and the first thing to do, as we 
look at it, is to modify it. It is no use to 


| talk against large fortunes derived from 


combinations and how to prevent them, 
when you keep the mother that breeds 
and nurses them alive in full force. It is 
not a question of protection or free trade, 
but it is a question of so modifying the 
tariff as to protect legitimate business 


The mass of the people in this country 


made up their mind that there 

be some modification, and 
powers in control will be wise if they 
heed it and amend it before the evil 
grows so bad that it will be turned over 
for amendment, and, possibly, destruction 
by hostile hands. 

The second cause of the growth of these 
large fortunes kas been illegal favors and 
contracts given to shippers by the rail- 
ways. In many cases they have been 
wrung from the railways by the shippers, 
This also has been used in combination 
with the tariff. The high tariff and rail- 
way rebates in the last few years have 
produced more multi-millionaires than any 
of us dreamed could exist in any country.

ways—lI trust is happily endea. The end 
is more welcome to the railway managers 
The system, started 
years ago, grew up under the 
theory that it was right and proper to 
favor the large shippers more than the 
small ones. 

Railroads Not Private Enterprises. 

It was an easy step, after this was 
begun, to favor the large shippers by cor- 
rupt contracts, in many cases the rail- 
way officials being interested with the 
shippers, and it grew to immense pro- 
portions, so that a few years since the 
shipments at variations from the tariff 
rate were probably more than those at 
the authorized rate. The railway of- 
ficials could not and did not realize that 
they were public institutions and could 
not conduct their business as private in- 
dividuals conduct their own affairs, but 
they must deal like the Government—the 
same with all. 

It has taken many years to finally con- 
vince railway owners and managers that 
they were not private parties in the man- 
agement of these great institutions, and 
that they must be conducted in a dif- 
ferent manner from what private business 
was managed, and that it was a violation 
of the law to make less rates to one 
party than to another, and that all secret 
rates were violations of the law. 

The end seems to have come, and the 
railways are adapting themselves to the 
new condition of affairs. The shippers 
who have lived and thrived and pros- 
pered on rebates and secret contracts 
will agon learn.

With these three changes the number of 
multi-millionaires in the future would be 
much lessened, although the increase of 
property and growth of fortunes by le- 
gitimate means is to be found all over the 
world, and I do not suppose it is the 
thought of any one to limit the increase 
of wealth by proper and honest means. 
A man who has brains, coupled with 
thrift and energy, should have the profit 
that comes from that combination. 


An Income Tax a Fair Thing. 


With reference to limiting these fortunes 
by an income tax, after considering the 
subject carefully, I have in the last few 
years come to the conclusion that it is the 
best and fairest tax that can be levied— 


but as a tax, like other taxes, for the sup- 
port of this Government—not for the pur- 
pose of destroying property—that would 
be Socialistic—for the purpose of making 
wealth pay its share of the burdens of the 
people. They will tell you that it is a tax 
difficult to collect, but no more than any 
tax on hidden or unseen property. 

I don’t believe in a graduated income 
tax, for I think that would be putting a 
tax on thrift and energy; each man should 
pay upon his income the same proportion— 
pay it as a tax for the protection of his 
property. I would tax all incomes of $1,000 
or more on a fixed percentage. On less 
than $1,000 the income from the tax would 
not be enough to pay for the cost of col- 
lection. 

I believe the proper law for doing this 
can be framed and be passed by Congress 
to stand the test of the courts. If it will 
not, then let us go to the people with a 
Constitutional amendment that will make 
it legal. 

The inheritance tax has already been 
taken up by the different States—some of 
them with a graded tax and others with a 
straight tax. I am in favor of the in- 
heritance tax as a tax for paying the ex- 
penses of the State like other taxes. It 
is a question whether this is not more of 
a matter for each State to take up by it- 
self and go on as they are now starting. 

If it cannot be managed in that way, 
then the National Government should 
take it up and the money that is_ob- 
tained from these sources will enable it 
to reduce the burden of taxation in places 
where it is advisable to do so, and will 
produce income which may be lost from 
the modification of the tariff. 

Would Scatter Great Fortunes. 

I would also enact legislation, either by 
the National Government, or by the 
States, that no man should have the right 
to dispose of the bulk of his property by 
will, but that when he dies it shall be di- 
vided equally among his heirs, as the law 
directs. I would take away trom any 
citizen the right to tle up his property in 
trust for. one life, or any time. It is 
simply a continuance of the old law of 
entail under another form and holds these 
immense fortunes together, when, if they 
were divided equally among the heirs, 
they would soon scatter.

petent to handle the fortune coming to 
him or her, that the parents should have 
the right to put their share in trust, but 
very thing that perpetuates 
these large fortunes. Let them be distrib- 
uted. If some of the heirs waste their in- 
heritange the public will gain—the prop- 
erty is Rot lost by distribution, and noth- 
ing, in my judgment, will so protect our 
future against large accumulations of 
wealth as this. 

It seems to be a craze with some men to 
perpetuate after their death the immense 
fortunes that they have built up, but it 
is not a thing that the State ought to 
allow. Take the example of the _distin- 
guished gentleman who died in Chicago 
last year, who tied up his estate for fifty 
years, until the poor little children of to- 
day will be old men, and they will then 
not only be multi-millionaires, but billion- 
aires. Is there any man who will say it 
is a wise law or condition of affairs that 
will permit this? 

Estates Should Be Divided at Death. 

A man’s estate should be broken up at 
his death and distributed, and if the heirs 
are incompetent to manage the property 
that is handed down to them, then it is 
better to have the wealth distributed, and 


perhaps after they have lost the inherit- 
ance they will turn around and become 
useful citizens and produce wealth of their 
own. 

There is danger in the present condition 
of public opinion that we will drift into a 
hysteria that will enact legislation that 
will seriously hurt our business and pro- 
duce disaster. Especially is this true in 
reference to the railways, and we must 
keep in mind that the railways constitute 
the largest business force in the country. 
One-fifth of all the population depend 
upon them for their existence, either es 
employes or in the business of manufact- 
uring and producing supplies, &c. And 
while we set our face like a stone wall 
against any of the illegal conditions of the 
past being continued, we should give them 
a fair opportunity to carry on their busi- 
ness In the future and thus prevent dis- 
aster to the community. 

The real menace, to my mind, fs the 
Sherman anti-trust law, so called. I hap- 
pen to know that the distinguished author 
of this law, when it was passed, did not 
think it applied to the railways and in 
their conduct of their business. 

Sherman Law Wrongfully Applied. 

The history of this condition is this: In 
1896 the condition of rates among the 
trunk lines was so bad that we got to- 
gether and made what was known as 
“The Joint Traffic Association.’’ I had 
the honor to prepare that agreement, and 
it never occurred to me that there was 
any danger of violating the Sherman anti- 
trust law, and we drew the agreement so 
{it would aid and maintain the inter-State 
commerce law. But the Supreme Court 
thought otherwise, and when in 1897 they 
made their decision that the agreement 
was a conspiracy and violated the Sher- 
man law, there was then left no power or 
right among the railways to contract 
among themselves—to agree upon rates, to 
sue and be sued. 

In other words, that decision had the 
effect of turning them into Pariahs, with 
every man’s hand against them, and no 
right to conduct their business legitimate- 
ly among themselves. The result was 
anarchy—no agreements could be made

Powers the Rallroads Should Have. 


With the enforcement of the law and 
probably the new legislation and the 
growth of public sentiment rebates have 
ceased. Can this last when times get 
dull and business decreayes, as it surely 
will? I doubt it. The fear of punish- 
ment will prevent secret contracts, but 
the business of the country will drift to 
the strong lines and the weak ones will 
have to reduce their tariffs to get their 


share, and these reductions will be met, 
and it will be a survival of the fittest, and 
this will bring lower wages, poor track 


and equipment, bankruptcy and receiver- | 
ships, depression in business, panic and | 


suffering. 


It is necessary, not only for the rail-|} 


ways, but for the public, that there should 


be stable and fixed rates between points, | 


say, between New York and Chicago. 
It is necessary that the railways should 
be able to meet and agree upon these 


rates, and to enforce agreements among | 
themselves, and they should be allowed |

HILL STOCKS SLUMP; 
NEW ISSUE ATTACKED 


Minnesota’s Attorney General 
Says Law Has Been Violated. 


ACTIVITY DUE TO VENNER? 


No Objection Had Been Made Previous- 
ly by Minnesota to Similar Is- 
sues of Great Northern. 


Demoralization in the Hill stocks yester- 
day afternoon was followed soon after the 
close of the market by the announcement 
that the Attorney General of Minnesota | 
had decided that the new $60,000,000 stock | 
issue by the Great Northern was illegal, | 
and that he meant to take steps to pre- | 
vent what he alleged to be a violation of 
the laws of Minnesota. 

Great Northern preferred, which on|} 
Wednesday had dropped 6% points, opened | 
222%, and in 
the rush of selling orders at the end of the 
day dropped to 208%. It rallied only a 
fraction before the close, and ended with 
a net loss of 14% points, showing a decline 
of 21 points in two days. Northern Pa- 
cific, which was expected yesterday to 
announce a heavy increase in its capital 
stock, but did not, dropped almost as 
much as Great Northern, selling down to 
207%, compared with 219% at the close on 
Wednesday. The inference was drawn in 
some quarters that the further delay in 
announcing the Northern Pacific financial 
plan was to some extent due to knowledge 
of the attitude of the Minnesota authori- 
ties toward the issue announced the day 
before by the Great Northern. 

James J. Hill, President ef the Great 
Northern, was not at his office yester- 
day, although he was downtown for sev- 
eral hours in the afternoon. 

Other officials of the Great Northern, 
in the absence of definite information con- 
cerning the exact terms of the announce- 
ment made by Attorney General Young 
in St. Paul, would not discuss for pub- 
lication the attitude of the Minnesota 
State authorities. It was pointed et 
however, that the same procedure, in all 
essential details, was being followed in the 
present issue of stock as had governed 
ali previous issues of Great Northern 
stock since 1890. In the case of no pre- 
vious issue, it was said, was the slightest 
objection raised by the State of Min- 
nesota. 

Unlike most other roads, the 
Northern issues its stock without calling 
for any special meeting of its stockhold- 
ers to ratify the increase, Ratification | 
by the stockholders is had in the form 
of signed consents to the increase, filed 
with the subscriptions to the new stock. 
It is required, according to the terms} 
under which the Great Northern stock 
is issued, that assents shall be filed in 
this way on behalf of at least 75 per 
cent. of all the outstanding stock.

MUST SHOW NEED OF ISSUE. 


Minnesota Attorney General Defines 
Status of the Great Northern. 
Special to The N 
ST. PAUL, Dec. 13.—Attorney General | 
Young of Minnesota rendered an opinion 
to-day concerning the proposed issue of 
$60,000,000 in stock by the Great Northern 
Railroad. The opinion was asked by one 
of the leading Twin City newspapers. Mr. 
Young holds tnat such issue of stock is 
illegal, and that the legal machinery of 
Minnesota will combat it. Mr. Young said 
to-night: 
“The only way the issue can be put on 
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the market is by the road showing, at a! 
hearing before the State Railroad and) 
Warehouse Commission, sufficient justifi- 
cation for the proposed issue.” 

He says that a domestic company cannot 
go on indefinitely increasing its capital 
stock. Such a course, requiring the pay- 
ment of dividends on the surplus stock, 
works a hardship on the public it cannot 
be forced to stand, adds the Attorney 
General. 

“I have concluded to answer the in- 
quiry publicly, as it is a matter of great 
public interest,’’ said Mr. Young. “ There 
seems to be some conflict between Sec- 
tions 2,872 and 2,907, both of which form 
a part of Chapter 58 of the revised laws 
of this State. In my opinion, however, 
there is no doubt but that under a proper 
interpretation of the law as it now stands 
no new stock can be issued by a domestic 
railway company without obtaining the

Commission,

‘PRailroad regulation and rate regula- 
tion would be but a farce in our law 
should they be so construed as to permit 
a domestic railway company to increase 
its capital stock at will to an unlimited 
amount, especially, as in this case, for 
the alleged purpose of buying the stock of 
other subsidiary companies composed of 
the same stockholders, where the stock 
to be purchased was issued under other 
jurisdictions and sold at arbitrary prices 
to be fixed by the buyer, who is also the 
seller.

AND TO ENTER POLITICS 


Will Fight for the Passage and 
Enforcement of Good Laws. 


FIRST STEP HAS BEEN TAKEN 


Preliminary Conference Not Daunted 
by the Doubts of Senator Page 
and F, H. Fields. 


A confederation of evangelical church 
clubs is to be formed for the purpose of 
taking an active interest jn political and 
civic issues; of advancing “ Christian 
patriotism ” as against partisanship, and 
of seniing representatives to Albany and 
Washington when necessary in the in- 
terests of what the confederation may 
deem good legislation. Many denomina- 
tions are to be included in the movement, 
which was started at a meeting held 
last night {n Calvary Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Seventh Avenue and 129th Street. 

About fifty representatives of various 
churches in this borough and Brooklyn 
Were there tn response to a call issued by 
a committee which had been appointed to 
inquire into the feasibility of getting the 
“church voters "’ together with a view to 
promoting righteousness and compelling 
the observance of the laws of morality 
and right living. It is the object also “ to 
advocate and aid such new laws, ordi- 
nances, and observances as every Chris- 
tian desires, and to use the combined 
Strength of the evangelical churches of 
this city for overturning the present aw- 
ful conditions and bettering them.” 

L. O. Thayer, Chairman of the original | 
committee, presided. He said that this | 
was the age of graft in all sections of 
the country, that the rich grew richer 
and the poor poorer, that class hatred 
had to be reckoned with in the future, 
and that the country was receiving daily | 
hundreds of immigrants who mistook lib- 
erty fore license. The men of the 
churches, he said, should get together | 
and be a ‘unified power.” 

The Rev. Charles  L. Goodell said | 
that every one would agree that some- 
thing should be done to better condi- | 
tions, and, in his belief, the church peo- 
ple were the people to do it. The his- 
tory of the country, he said, showed that 
the Church had always been the corner- 
stone of each community. He pointed 
out that a sister Church had formed a 
federation of men’s clubs with very suc- 
cessful results, and then said: 

“You who know the progress of things

He thought it would 
be betier to form an organization to get 
the men to come into the church and then 
impress upon them the necessity for 
righteousness. Senator Page, who had 
been specially invited to give advice, 
agreed with Mr. Fields.

WE MAY ACT IN CONGO. 


United States Would Co-operate with 
Britain to Obtain Reforms. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—Replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons to-day as 
to whether the British Government pro- 
posed, in conjunction with the Govern- 
ment of the United States, to summon an 
international conference to discuss the 
administration of the Congo Independent 
State, Foreign Secretary Grey declined 
to announce what action, if any, the 
Government intended to take, but he said 
that the Government at Washington had 
expressed a desire to contribute toward 
the realization of reforms in the Congo. 
The summing of an international confer- 
ence, however, was not specifically men- 
tioned in the communication from: Wash- 
ington. 

Secretary Grey added 
nouncement received from the United 
States was most cordially welcomed by 
the British Government. Pending the de- 
cision to which the Gevernment of Bel- 
gium may soon arrive, it was not neces- 
sary to say any more at present, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Sir 
Mortimer Durand, the

ment and discussed with Secretary Root 
the question of the reported atrocities in 
the Congo country, and particularly the 
Lodge resolution recently presented in the 
Senate, pledging the support of that body 
in any steps the President may take 
toward ameliorating the condition of the 
people of the Free State. 

While neither the Ambassador nor any 
of the State Department officials would 
admit that the visit resulted in any ar- 
rangement for concerted action in the 
case, it nevertheless was stated that the 
Lodge resolution paved the way for giving 
an impetus to any steps to that end.

PRIEST AND A WOMAN 
FOUND DEAD TOGETHER 


He Had Been Dropped from an 
Atlantic Highlands Parish. 


‘SHE WAS HIS HOUSEKEEPER 


Both Asphyxiated by Gas—Letters 
Telling of Their Troubles 
Found. 


In a room on the top floor of the fur- 
nished room house at 228 Kast Highteenth 
Street about noon yesterday a servant 


found a man and a woman dead together, 
asphyxiated by gas, though a window 
Was open and one gas jet was burning. 

Correspondence found in the room 
showed Coroner Acritelli that the man 
was the Rev. C. S. Quinn, who was dis- 
misseed as assistant rector of St. Agnes's 
Roman Catholic Church, Atlantic High- 
lands, several weeks ago under charges 
growirg out of the financial affairs of 
the pafish. The letters further showed 
that the woman was Mollie Bridget 
Kiely, until recently aousekeeper for the 
rector of St. Agnes’s, 

On the window ledge was found a black- 
jack. Spread out across the head of the 
bed was a priest's stole, with a gold 
cross and the figure of a lamb showing. 
On the bureau was a copy of 4 telegram 
addressed to ‘“‘ Miss B. Kiely, St. Agnes’s 
Church, Atlantic Highlands.” It was 
signed C. S. Quinn, Bartholdl Hotel, and 
asked the woman to meet him in New 


York. 

Investigation showed that immediately 
after leaving Atlantic Highlands under 
charges, Quinn went to the Bartholdi 
Hotel, where he registered under his own 
name. On Tuesday he and the woman 
went to the lodging house in Eighteenth 
Street. Early on Wednesday afternoon 
the woman borrowed some teacups, say- 
ing that she wished to make some tea for 
her husband in their room on a small al- 
cohol stove they had there. That was the 
last seen of them until yesterday noon, 
when they were found dead. 

Among the papers in the room was & 
copy of a typewritten letter addressed to 
the Rev. Father Carroll, in charge of a 
mission of St. Agnes’s Church, in which 
the writer said that only two checks had 
been made out to him. Qne was signed 
personally by the late Rev. William J. 
Farrell, rector of St. Agnes’s, for $200 
advanced by the writer. The housekeeper, 
Bridget Kiely, the letter said, had seen 
the transaction. 

“There was another check for $375, for 
my salary of $15 a Sunday,” said the let- 
ter. ‘‘ Father O'Farrell asked me to do it 
at his bedside, the witness being Bridget 


Kiely.” 
The paper showed that the woman had 


made efforts to gét money which she|proaching through a thicket. 


she had been instructed to forward to the 
Bishop of the diocese, was in the papers. 

As no money was found in the room, the 
police and Coroner believe that the couple 
were penniless, and that their only hope 
of receiving money lay in the woman’s 
claim. 

There were also love letters from the 
woman, which had evidently been sent to 
the priest in New York, in which she 
warned him of charges against him. He 
was to say this and to do that that he 
might escape further trouble. The wo- 
man said she would be overjoyed to join 
him soon and to leave behind “ the trash 
of Atlantic Highlands.” 

In a fragment of a letter the priest de- 
fended himself against some charges 
which he said grew out of his work in a 
little Jersey town. He had gone there as 
assistant to a priest, when the latter got 
drunk and smashed the furniture, the 
letter said. He took his superior “to a 
gold cure establishment, where he took 
the cure for the third time.’’ After the 
superior got home he went to New York, 
where he met an old housekeeper of his. 
They both got drunk on the way home 
from Jersey City. This, the priest wrote, 
he reported to the Bishop, with the result 
that his superior was rusticated and went 
to Ireland for six months. 

There was also a letter from Bishop 
McFaul of Trenton under date of Dec. 
6, apparently in answer to one from 
Quinn complaining that he had been un- 
justly treated. The Bishop said it would 
be impossible for him to investigate the 
affairs of St. Agnes Church until a new 
rector was installed, which would be next 
Sunday, The latter added: 

“The signing of those checks with 
Father O’Farrell’s name and obtaining 
the money from the bank with or without 
Father O'Farrell's permission is a very 
serious affair, and you will be asked to 
explain this action.’ 

Kishop McFaul said at Trenton last 
night that he had not suspended Quinn 
from the priesthood because he was an 
outside priest, who had been used during 
the Summer at St. Agnes’s. When 
trouble developed in the parish Quinn 
had been simply dropped . 

It was recalled in Atlantic Highlands 
yesterday that Father Quinn aroused the 
antagonism of the congregation last 
Summer at the funeral of a railroad man, 
to whom he had administered absolution. 
Commenting adversely on the character 
of the man’s life the priest had exhorted 
his hearers on the importance of being 
prepared for death. His characterization 
of the dead man was resented,

ALL JUSTICES CONDEMN 
COUNTY COURT BUILDING 


Some Say the Site Commission 
Should Be Removed, 


NO ROOM FOR NEW JUSTICES 


Records Kept In What Looks Like a 
Dingy Junk Shop—Comparisons 
Shame New York. 


The Justices of the Supreme Court de- 
cided yesterday to follow the lead of 
Justice McCall in condemning the County 
Court House, and each of them expressed 
emphatic disapproval of its unsanitary 
condition. 

All had a little to say about the com- 
mission appointed by Mayor Low to pro- 
vide for a new site for a court house, 
and some declared that the present com- 
mission should be legislated out of of- 
fice and a new one appointed. Ex-Con- 
troller Grout is the head of the com- 
mission, having been appointed by Mayor 
McClellan to take the place of Charles 
A. Peabody. Several meetings have been 
held by the commission, put no report 
has been made. 

It was said yestehday that the mem- 
bers of the commission nad split on the 
question of the site for the new court 
building. Some wanted to place it up- 
town; others, with the convenience of 
lawyers in view, wanted ‘o place the new 
building elther on the site of the Stew- 
art Building or in Mulberry Bend. For 
this reason the proceedings of the com- 
mission have dragged along. It is ex- 
pected that new impetus will be given to 
their work by the strictures of the Jus- 
tices. 

Justice Blanchard talked yesterday of 
the conditions in the Court House. He 
said that the County Clerk, who, as the 
Chief Clerk of the Supreme Court, had 
charge of all its records, had quarters in 
the building that were entirely inade- 
quate. Because of 
court, it was impossible for him to seek 
quarters in a building distant from the 
Court House. As it was, Justice Blan- 
chard explained, the County Clerk was 
compelled to deposit the records of the 
court in a dark room resembling a junk 
shop, and it was extremely difficult for 
him to maintain any sort of order. 


Justice O’Gorman said that the defec- | 
tive sanitary condition of the building was | 


a menace to the health of the Judges sit- 
ting, and added: 

“There is no third-rate city in Hurope 
that cannot boast of a more inspiring and 
more suitable court building, and there 
are few second-class cities in this country 
that have not larger and more commo- 
dious structures for their courts.” 

With the coming of eight new Justices 
on the first of the year, the building, 
now notoriously inadequate, will be made 
more so by the increase of the number of 
courtrooms. The belief is expressed that 
the new Justices will not find rooms in

SHARP COMMITTEE TILT 
ON SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


Wilson Blocks Grosvenor’s Plan 
| to Apply Caucus Rule. 


CANNON FAVORS AMENDMENTS 


Speaker Will Try to Put Limited Sub- 
sidy Measure Through the 
House. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Gen. Gros- 
venor resorted to strategy to-day when he 
attempted to call a caucus of the Repub- 
lican members of the House Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries for to- 
morrow in an effort to whip into line the 
belligerent Republican members of that 
committee who now threaten by their 
opposition to hold up the Ship Subsidy bill 
indefinitely. Gen. Grosvenor is deter- 
mined to report the Subsidy bill to the 
House in the immediate future; favorably 
if possible, but unfavorably if necessary. 

The General's plan was beautiful in its 
simplicity. In a Republican caucus he 
would have a commanding majority, and 
under caucus rules, the Republican mal- 
contents would have to fall in line. Had 
the General's plan been carried out at 
least three votes, those of Wilson of 
Illinois, Birdsall of Iowa, and Hinshaw 
of Nebraska, would have been gained for 
the bill. At the first suggestion of a 
caucus in the meeting of the Merchant 
Marine Committee to-day, however, Wil- 
son jumped to his feet. 

“I want it thoroughly understood,” he 
shouted, ‘‘ that I am opposed to ship sub- 
sidy, and will not permit myself to be 
bound by any action of the caucus to- 
morrow. If I am to be bound by its de- 
cision, why I shall refuse to attend.” 

Birdsall and Hinshaw immediately fol- 
lowed with like announcements. There 
was surprise when Fordney of Michigan 
followed their lead. He has generally 
been believed to favor subsidy. 

With the votes of Wilson, Hinshaw, and 
Birdsall it would have been possible to 
report favorably on the bill. In the ab- 
sence of Flack of New York and McDer- 
mott of New Jersey, both of whom are in 
favor of the bill, the committee now 
stands at a deadlock, five Democrats, 
with the votes of Hinshaw, Birdsall, and 
Wilson, standing out against eight Re- 
publicans, headed by Grosvenor.

OUTCOME OF OLD SCANDAL 


The Rent Has Been Held Up Since the 
Investigation Into the Charges 
Against the Justice.

BOFFALO, Dec. 18,—Lester F. Stearns 
of Dunkirk, tormer State Tax Commis- 
cioner, and Supreme Court Justice War- 
ren B. Hooker of Fredonia, sittifig in the 
Appellate Division in Brooklyn, have filed 
a petition against the United States in 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Western District of New York to recover 
$5,500 with interest for the rent of the 
Stearns Building in Dunkirk by the Gov- 
ernment as a Post Office. 

On May 17, 1902, the petitioners executed 
a leas? with the United States by which 
the latter rented certain portions of the 
building for Post QOffice purpeses. The 
time of lease was ten years, dating from 
May 1, 1902. The rental was to be $2,000 
a year, payable quarterly. At the time 
this lease was executed a former lezs¢ 
for ten years, dating from Jan. 1, 1902, at 
$1,500 a year was canceled, 

The petitioners allege that the Govern- 
ment has occupied the building in accord- 
ance with the terms of the lease, and 
thet the rent was paid down to Jan. 1, 
1904. Since that time, however, says the 
petition, ‘‘ there has been no sum what- 
ever paid to apply upon the rent, al- 
though Congress has annually appropri- 
ated money from which the defendant 
could and should have paid this rent.” 

When the Dunkirk and Fredonia scan- 
dals were revealed in the Brewster re- 
port, it was alleged that the contract 
called for the payment of rent far in ex- 
cess of a reasonable percentage of the/| 
valuation of the property; that prior | 
leases which had not expired were can- | 
celled in order that the rent might be| 
raised, and that Government officials | 
were guilty of gross malfeasance and ne- | 
glect of their sworn duty.

SAY THE CITY AIDS A TRUST. 


Cantor and Schloss Ask Relief for In- 
dependent Poultry Dealers. 


Ex-Senator Jacob A. Cantor and Alder- 
man Schloss, appearing before the Alder- 
men’s Committee on Laws and Legisla- 
tion yesterday, allege that the Finance 
Department and the Health Department 
of the City Government were aiding the 
so-called poultry trust to drive independ- 
ent dealers out of business. 

The independent dealers intend to ask 
Mr, Jerome to prosecute the trust mem- 
bers, and they have asked the Board of 
Aldermen to back up the District At- 
torney. The committee on Laws and 
Legislation will report to the board, and 
the hearing was held so that the Alder- 
men might get information on the sub- 
ject. 

Alderman Schloss produced a copy of 
an order signed by Controller Metz and 
sent, Schloss said, only to the independ- 
ent dealers in Washington Market about 
Thanksgiving, telling them that they were 
violating the terms of their permits in 
selling live poultry, and that their per- 
mits would be revoked if the sales con- 
tinued. The Alderman and Mr. Cantor 
insisted that in issuing this order the 
Controller aided the trust; that there 
was no law against selling live poultry, 
and by questioning James H. Baldwin of 
Mr. Metz’s office they brought out the 
fact that the order had been based partly 
1 anonymous letters complaining of the 
independent dealers. They said they 
believed Mr. Metz was not conversant 
with the true state of affairs. : 

The Healta Department, they said, was

Rankin Duval Ends His Life by Falling 
on a Knife. 


Rankin Duval, an actor who made his 
last appearance on the stage here some 
months ago with Percy Haswell in ‘“‘ The 
Darling of the Gods,” attempted suicide 
yesterday morning by committing hari- 
kari Japanese fashion. He died in Roose- 
velt Hospital at 9:30 o’clook last night. 
Mr. Duval, who enjoyed a moderate an- 
nuity left him by his father, divided his 
time between the Players’ Club in Gram- 
mercy Park and the home of Dr. Paul 
Allen, at 3 East Forty-eighth Street. 
Duval was a cousin of Dr. Allen’s wife. 

Duval left Dr. Allen's house some time 
during the night, and a large carving 
knife found on the table suggasts that 
he may have been on the verge of com- 
mitting suicide there. He walked into 
the saloon of McQuinlan Brothers, at 87 
Sixth Avenue, yesterday morning, and, 
after guiping down a drink of whisky, 
asked if he might use the knife that lay 
on the free lunch counter. 

Almost instantly he threw open his 
ulster, coat, and vest, and, placing the 

oint of the knife against his abdomen, 
ell heavily to the floor. Even while 
writhing in agony he continued to stab 
himself. McQinlan and Charles Bell, who 
pagpense to be in the grace, took the 
knite away from him, while another man 
called in Policeman Noonan of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station. 

Before the ambulance arrived from the 
Roosevelt Hospital, Eugene Dalton, a 
motorman, entered and recognized Duval 
as a man who had thrown himseif in front 
of his car only a few minutes before and 
who had barely escaped being run over. 

Rankin Duval was born in Baltimore 

years ago, and first entered the pro-

fession when 20 years old. He played a 


minor part with Blanche Bates in the 
original production of ‘‘ The Darling of 
the Gods,” and was promoted to a more 
important position in the second com- 
any. He had been the understudy of 
obert T. Haines, and played the leading 
roéle several times with success. He had 
been in a nervous ¢eondition, and had not 
yet made any engagement for the cur- 
rent season. His cousin stated that Mr. 
Duval had been addicted to the use of

MILLIONS FOR A DAM. 


People to Aid Southern Pacific In 
Checking Colorado River’s Rampage. 


IMPERIAL, Cal., Dec. 13.—Representa- 
tives of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, in conference to-day with a 
large number of the land owners of the 
Imperial Valley, proposed that the people 
of the valley subscribe $1,000,000 contin- 
gent on the successful controlling of the 
Colorado River, which has again broken 
into Salton Sea, the railroad company 
agreeing to carry on the building of a dam 
at an estimated expense of $2,500,000. 

The proposal was received enthusias- 
tically.

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A WRECK NEAR MELROSE 
TIES UP CENTRAL LINES 


Boston Mail Train Derailed at the 
Rock Cut, 


CARS AND ENGINE SMASHED 


Traffic In and Out of Grand Central 
Station Delayed Four Hours— 
Fireman’s Arm Broken. 


Traffic on the New York Central and 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroads was tied up for four hours yes- 
terday morning as the result of the wreck 
of a mail train from Boston at the Mel- 
rose station, 16list Street and Park Ave- 
nue. The mail train, which was going at 
a speed of about thirty-five miles an 
hour, jumped the track beneath the 
bridge that crosses the tracks at I16l1st 
Street. It tore up the track for 300 feet, 
and completely wrecked the third rail ap- 
paratus recently installed for the new 
electric service. 

The engine and two mail coaches were 
wrecked. W. C. Flinn, the fireman, was 
the only person seriously hurt. He broke 
his left arm in jumping from the engine. 
J. J. Kennedy, the engineer, escaped with 
a few briuses. The mail clerks and the 
train crew escaped without injury. 

The wrecked train, which is known as 
| No. 29, brings the mail from Boston to 
|; New York. It is due at the Grand Cen- 
ne Station at 4:18 o'clock in the morn- 


ing. It was on time yesterday, and the 
engineer slowed down at Melrose station 
before entering what is known as the 
Rock Cut, when the flange of one of the 
driving wheels of the locomotive mounted 


a frog switch, throwing the engine off | 


the track. As the engine left the track 
it dragged its tender and the five mail 
cars with it. 

The locomotive tender and two mail 
ears finally upset, 


demolished. The twenty mail clerks who 
were at work at the time of the wreck 
showed great presence of mind. As soon 
as the wrecked train stopped they set 


carried the mail in the two wrecked cars 





As soon as the wrecking crews arrived 


the three cars were jacked back on to 
the track. The cars were then hauled 
several hundred yards further up the 
track. They 
bound track that had not been blocked. 

The derailment could not have happened 
at a worse point. The Melrose station is 
only a few hundred yards from the Rock 
Cut, which is the point where the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford and the 
New York Central lines unite. Of the 
four tracks, only one was clear, and 
when the morning rush started a little 
later it was necessary to switch every 
outgoing and incoming train to that track. 
The result was a delay of several hours 
for all trains, 

The crowd that gathered about the 
wreck, where 500 Italians were at work, 
became so great that the police from the 
Morrisania station were called on to keep 
order.

An appeal to the country 
would seem to be the next step. But 
Mr. BALFour has already openly dared 
the Government to take that step, and 
it would apparently be doubtful if not 
desperate.

CHAOS AT GRAND CENTRAL. 


A Woman’s Protest Against the Condi- 
tions She Encountered There. 


To the Editor of The New York "imes: 

Where is the point of imposition and 
abuse beyond which even the proverbial 
patience of the New York public will sup- 
port no more? Doubtless such a point 
exists in every instance, but will any one 
venture to predict where it may be ex- 
pected in the matter of the conditions now 
existing in the Grand Central Station? 

In any land save ours the general con- 
duct of the roads centring in this station 
would long since have been so severely 
censured that an amelioration of condi- 
tions would perforce have been produced, 
but beyond desultory letters to the news- 
papers, such as this, and a vast amount 
ef privately expressed disgust, no protest 
has been made, and the conditions have 
steadily grown worse until they are now 
not alone disgraceful, but a _ veritable 
menace to personal decency and safety. 

Together with the thousands of New 
York citizens possessing country or sub- 
urban homes to which access can be had 
only through the Grand Central Station, 
I have endured my share of the trials in- 
separable, apparently, from this mode of 
existence; from the time tables, which are 
such brilliant works of somebody's vivid 
imagination, to the cars that are never 
clean by day ror adequately lighted by 
night, I have inured myself to the whole 
tist of horrors and borne them with what 
grace and patience I could command, but | 
when to those are added violence andactual 
bodily danger, capped by incivility, my in- 
cignation demands, not only public ex- 
pression, but some redress. 

On Monday afternoon at 5:55 I entered 
the station intending to take the 6:03 
train. Naturally, I went directly to the 
Concourse, expecting to board my train. 


; No signs warned me that any save nor- 


mal conditions existed, no guards pro- 
tected the doors, no announcement of de- 
iays or of the overcrowded conditions of 


the Concourse greeted me; yet I had no 


docr than I saw that not only an un- 
usual but a dangercus state of affairs ex- 
isted. Before I nad so much as time to 
retreat within the doorway, I was caught 
up between two opposing lines of people 
who were Hterally forging their way 
through a crowd that was solidly packed 
from end to end 2nd from side to side of 
the Concourse. The time-worn simile of 
‘* walking on their heads’”’ was an easily 
exemplified feat here, and could more 
easily have beer accomplished than any 
other form of progress. 

A line of excited emigrants from the 
West and one of strenuous business men 
from the East forced this mass of hu- 
manity into eddies and swayed it from 
side to side. I was struck violently from 
behind and thrown forward, only te be 
repulsed. with equal violence before; and, 
erushed, jostled, bruised, and disheveled, 
I was eventually extricated by a kindly 
stranger and regained the safety of the 
waiting room. The temper of the crowd 
was wonderfully calm, but its density was 
appalling, and there were many women 
being as roughly used as I had been. A 
young woman told ime later that from the 
moment she entered the Concoarse until 
She found herself in a trainway beyond 
the gates, she was unable to walk. The 
pressure of the crowd carried her along 
without any volition on her part, and 
cnly with great effort could she preserve 
her equilibrium. 

Not only was there no police officer 
present, but there were no employes of 
the railroads to preserv order, and abso- 
lutely no one in authority to-whom one 
could appeal for safety or protection. 
Men struck, women cowered, humanity 
ceethed ir. a tight-bound mass from wall 
to. wll; and invisible to the crowd, that 
trifle of witticism so long attributed to 
the family inseparable from the New 
York Central, shone out in full force! 
Any clairvoyant could have read “ The 
public be damned” In that assemblage! 

I inquired at the Bureau of Informa- 
tion why no policeman was on duty to 


protect the womer and children and oren | 


a safe passageway to the trains. 
young man glanced casuaily over nis 
shoulder at the mob, and, while advising 
me to consult the station master on that 
point, voluntcered the information that 
he “hadn't noticed any need of an offi- 
cer.” 

The station master was represented by 
a voluble young man, whose manner was 
beyond criticism; entirely outside, in fact! 
He resented both my visit and my com- 
plaint with refreshirg candor, and as- 
sured me warmly that I was the first 
woman who had ever complained of her 
treatment on the Concourse, but that in 
any case the station master was not re- 
sponsible for the situation, but the publi¢e 
itself! 

“If they dcn’t want to be jammed and 
crowded, they deedn’t go ir there!" said 

“The railroad provides a waiting 
room, and they can wait there till the 
trains are announced.” When I called his 
attention to the fact that, {n view of their 
unreliable schedule the same state of con- 
gestion would inevitably arise in the wait- 
ing room, and that in both places the pro- 
tection of an officer was needed, he be- 
came superfluously personal in his re- 
marks. Eventually he condescended to talk 
Lpon a reasonable basis, however, and as- 
sured me that the Police Headquarters of 
New York refuse protection within the lim- 
its of the Grand Central Station, and that 
the highest officials in the combined roads 
using the station have been unable to 
secure such protection for over a year 
past. When I asked him who was respon- 
sible for such an outrageous state of af- 
fairs he declared that it is the Mayor of 
New York City! 

I daresay I need not add that I did not 
man’s statement, and 
that, with any one 
I do believe that a station master who 
cannot or does not preserve order and 
maintain within his station conditions 
which will guarantee the safety of its 

trons. should be replaced by one who 
can fulfill his duties. 

I have, however, placed the matter be- 
fore his Honor the Mayor, and, while 
awniting his attention, I desire to state 
that if it be true that I am the first wo- 
man to protest against the brutal and I!n- 
decent treatment received in the danger- 
ously overcrowded Concourse, I should be 
1nost gratified if my complaint could 
bring about such a chinge for betterment ; 
that I may also be the last.

Is it not clear that the grant of these un- 
natural powers by Government constitutes a 
destructive interference with natural compe- 
tition? As the Secretary says, ‘‘almost all 
our business is done now in the corporate 
form,”’ that is, not by natural persons, among 
whom alone natural cempetition is possible, 
but by tne unnatural Frankenstein creations of 


with which it is impossible for 
natural persons successfully to compete. 
Publicity will of course tend to make the 
people acquainted with, but it cannot change 
the inherent essential character of, the corpor- 
ation. The grant of corporate power is but 
the grant of a privilege which is always a 
wrong when granted by government. It may 
be, as is often said, that the corporations have 
come to stay, but it is well for us to know 
who or what our visitors are. Like the 
wooden horse within the walls of Troy, they 
bring destruction to those who welcome them.

“QUICKEN THE DEAD.” 
Reserve Funds of Banks Suggested as 
Basis for Currency. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is greatly to be regretted that the 
present Congress, in its consideration of 
the currency question, cannot have the 
assistance of the fertile brain of the late 
Mr, Micawber, whose exploits in finance 
appear to be the basis for the many 
plans proposed by his disciples for the 
relief of the pressing needs of the users 
of other people’s money. Why banks 
authorized to issue notes 
against credit will no doubt be fully ex- 
plained, and it may be shown to be as 
efficacious as the plan for requiring the 
United States Treasurer to pay $10 a 
week to each citizen presenting a claim 
therefor to his home Postmaster, 

A simpler remedy, based on cash in- 
stead of faith, would be to require Na- 
tional banks to deposit at all times their 
reserve funds in the Treasury of the 
United States, and let Congress make 
provision for the issue, In case of emerg- 
ency, of National bank notes against such 
deposit. It might be required that, as a 
condition of such issue, an application 
for it shoulqd be made to the Treasury 
Department by a resolution of the Clear- 
ing Houses of the greater cities, and 
that a rate of interest be charged to in- 
sure the redemption of the paper so soon 
as it had fulfilled its purpose. The issues 
could be installments of, say, $50,000,000, 
the first at a low rate of interest and 
succeeding ones at increased rates. This 
would certainly give elasticity to the cur- 
rency. As the issue would be in bills 
printed from the present plates, and 
loaned to the banks in proportion to their 
deposits, any National bank note would 
satisfy the debt, and the Controller of 
the Currency could easily govern the re- 
demption by call or otherwise. As the 
last reports show that the banks held 
about $5,000,000,000, for which reserve was 
required, and that the average reserve 
was 20 per cent., there is nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 of prime security which belongs to 
the banks and could with propriety be 
changed from dead to quick assets in 
times of necessity. Much of our trouble 
probably arises from the fact that the 
deposits received by banks do not auto- 
matically provide the reserve required. 
National bank notes and silver certifi- 
cates not being acceptable, one-quarter 
of the amount deposited in zash must be 
exchanged for gold or legal tenders, and 
this condition will continue until we are 
actually on a gold basis and all money is 
equal in value. M. M.

ROOT’S SPEECH REVIVES | 
STATE RIGHTS FEELING 


Republican Distrust of Adminis- 
tration Not Allayed. 


SENATORS ARE . INDIGNANT 


In Connection with the Plea for Cen-| 
tralization, They Recall the Pres- 
ident’s Views on California. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Secretary 
Root’s speech at the Pennsylvania dinner 
in New York last night has aroused the 
greatest indignation among Republican 
Senators, From their talk to-day it may 
have a far-reaching effect in increasing 
whatever tendency there is toward dis- 
trust of the Administration. 

There is already a feeling in Congress 
that aggression on the States has gone 
too far. Strong advocates in House and 
Benate of Alexander Hamilion’s theories 
have expressed the opinion that Hamilton 
himself would not want them carried as 
far as they seem likely to be if he were 
to return to earth. 

Mr. Root’s speech has greatly intensi- 
fied this feeling. One venerable RKe- 
publican Senator sald in discussing it: 

“Yt had looked upon Mr. Root as the 
one invariably safe and sane spot in the 
Administration, and now that iast com- 
fort is taken from me.” 

Republican Senators generally did a lot 
of head-shaking over the blast for cen- 
tralization delivered by Mr. Root, not 
because of its importance standing alone, 
but because of its connection with other | 
recent developments.

—Other Decisions. 


In a decision by I. F. Fischer, the Board 
of United States General Appraisers sus- 
tained yesterday a protest filea by Evan 
Arthur Leigh of Boston regarding the 
classification to be imposed on carding 
engines. It was contended by the Govern- 
ment that the metal parts of the ma- 
chines should be assessed at 45 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provision in the 
Dingley tariff for manufactures of metal, 
while the carding clothing was returned 
for duty at the rate of 45 cents per square 
foot. 

This classification was opposed by the 
importer, who maintained that duty at 
the rate of 45 per cent. should be levied 
on the machines as entireties. This view 
the board upholds, and rules that al- 
though card clothing is specifically pro- 
vided for in the tariff law, the material 
when imported with machines, is to be 


deemed a part of the engine, and there- 
fore dutiable under the metal provision 
of the law.

On Wednesday Great Northern preferred 
Geclined sharply when an issue of $60,- 
000,000 mew stock, accessible to share- 
holders at par, was announced, and the 
only explanation of its weakness was that 
many holders of the stock were not in 
an acquisitive mood and were more in- 
clined to sell their bonus at the market 
than to Increase their investment. Then 
Northern Pacific also broke sharply, be- 
cause the holders of that stock, seeing 
what hed happened in Great Northern 
preferred, began to fear that Northern 
Pacific would be similarly affected by 
the forthcoming announcement of a new 
stock issue amounting possibly to §100,- 
000,000. Yesterday morning both stocks 
continued to decline—the one because 
“rights? had just been offered and the 
other becauss “rights'’ would soon be 
offered—and their pronounced weakness 
adversely affected the whole market. In 
the afternoon they fell even more violent- 
ly on the news that the Attorney General 
of Minnesota thought the Great Northern 
getock issue illegal and would take action 
accordingly. Thus it seems that people 
sold Great Northern in the first place 
because $60,000,000 more would be issued, 
and in the second place because the issu- 
ing of it might be stopped They sold 
Northern Pacific in anticipation of an 
fesue of some $100,000,000 new stock, and 
kept on selling it when it seemed that 
legal steps to prevent the issuing of $60,- 
000,000 Great Northern might oblige the 
Northern Pacific Company to change its 
plans. Great Northern declined nearly 15 
points, and Northern Pacific declined 
nearly 12 points, and both closed at al- 
most the lowest fractions.

It is suspected that the Union Pacific 
people took a hostile view of Mr. Hill's 
financing, and proceeded at once to offer 
large amounts of their Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific for sale, partly as 
a matter of good market judgment and 
partly with the object of creating an un- 
favorable impression concerning Mr. Hill’s 
stock offering. The Union Pacific report 
showed $15,436,400 Great Northern }pre- 
ferred and $13,352,800 Northern Paciflo 
stock free and unpledged. The Union Pa- 
cific people were perfectly free to offer 
all or any part of this stock for sale as 
their sagacity might dictate, and here was 
an opportunity to put Mr. Hill on tne

All day 
Wednesday, with the other market weak, 
St. Paul held its advance; yesterday fore- 
noon In the face of weakness throughout 
the whole lst it developed original 
strength. It went a little above 190, and 
then reacted moderately. In the after- 
noon, when the other market was showing 
pronounced weakness in every quarter, 
St. Paul became violently active on rising 
quotations and touched 192%. It closed at 
191%, showing a net advance for the day 
of 2% points, with nearly every other aoc- 
tive security down. Its extraordinary 
behavior suggested competitive buying, 
but persons whose opinions are worth 
quoting ridiculed the notion. Nearly 200,- 
000 shares were traded in. The entire 
floating supply a week ago would not 
have been estimated at more than 200,- 
000 shares by the best informed brokers. 
Some traders thought St. Paul was being 
advanced to facilitate selling of the other 
market, but it was nota reasonable sup- 
position, It does not help the general 
market to take one stock and move it 
violently against the current. The tend- 
ency of the whole market yesterday was 
downward, and a rise of several points in 
St. Paul, produced by manipulation, would 
hardly have helped anybody to sell stocks, 
After all the theories about St. Paul are 
exhausted the fact of its monumental 
strength in the last few weeks remains 
unexplained. It is easily manipulated be- 
cause the floating supply is so small, but 
if its advance yesterday was the result 
of manipulation it seems a very puzzling 
speciés of manipulation.

There has been some good selling of St. 
Paul in the last few days. The buying 
also has looked good. It has looked al- 
most too good. Houses known to have 
affiliations with the insiders have been 
put forward to buy it openly.

LONDON STOCK EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, Dec. 13.—Money was in good 
demand and dearer in the market to-day. 
Discounts were firmer, owing to the un- 
certainty regarding the extent of the gold 
shipments abroad. 

On the Stock Exchange the tone was not 
so buoyant on account of the large gold 
shipment to Argentina, combined with 
the Bank statement, which raised 
the prospect of dearer money. Consols 
eased on realizations, and home rails 
drooped, owing to lack of support. For- 
elgners were dull In the absence of Paris 
| support. 

Americans were considerably quieter, 
and had a reactionary tendency in sym- 
pathy with the overnight Wall Street de- 
cline, but prices hardened to over parity 
at midday on moderate local buying. The

The Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg 
Railway formally announced yesterday 
the sale of all its coal company stock to 
the Mahoning Investment Company, 4 
new corporation, the stock of which will 
be distributed pro rata to the shareholders 
of the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg 
Railway.

This road’s coal 
lands are held by the Rochester & Pitts- 
burg Coal and Iron Company, which 
has outstanding $4,000,000 in stock, all 
of which except five shares was held 
by the Buffalo & Pittsburg Railway. As 
this stock was pledged under the rail- 
road’s general mortgage bonds, it could 
not distribute the coal company’s stock 
directly to its own shareholders, but in- 
stead a new companythe Mahoning In- 
vestment Company—was organized under 
the laws of Maine, to which the railway 
company transferred all its right and title 


|and interest in the coal company’s stock, 


subject to the lien of the general mort- 
gage bonds. 

The Mahoning Investment Company is 
capitalized at $4,200,000, and all of this 
stock, with the execption of $75,000, has 
been issued to the Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburg Railway in payment for the 
stock of the Rochester and Pittsburg 


Coal and Iron Company. 

All of the Mahoning Company’s stock 
now in the Treasury of the railroad com- 
pany as a result of the sale of the coal 
company stock, is to be distributed pro 
rata to the common and preferred stock- 
holders in the railway company, Each 
shareholder in the railway will receive 
25 per cent. of the par value of his hold- 
ings in the stock of the Mahoning Invest- 
ment Company. The distribution will be 
made on Dec. 27, to the stockholders of 


record on Dec. 20. 

Control of the coal lands will rest abso- 
lutely with the stockholders of the Ma- 
honing Investment Company, the stock of 
which has not been placed in any voting 
trust or made subject to any other ar- 
rangement providing for special control 
of the coal lands.

That They Hope to Call Hearst 
and Ihmsen as Witnesses. 


When Senator Patrick H. McCarren is 
tried before a sub-committee of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee on a charge of 
political treason for knifing William R.

It w&s learned that the defense intends 
to bring out the fact that Mr. Hearst 
came out against the McCarren judiciary 
ticket in Brooklyn as something which 
would justify or condone the conduct of 
the Brooklyn Senator. Senator McCarren 
contends that he had a perfect right to 
bolt Hearst, but the prosecution will res-

BOMB EXPLOSION. 


A Hundred Panic-Stricken in East Side 
Tenement—No Injuries. 


The lives of more than a hundred per- 
sons were endangered this morring soon 
after midnight by an explosion of a dyna- 
mite bomb in the hallway of the teme- 
ment house at 502 First Avenue. 

The police believe that the explosion 
was caused by a “Black Hand” society. 
No one was injured b ythe exptosion, 
although houses*within a block of the 
place were shaken and the report was 
heard for several blocks about. A vig- 
orous investigation was made, but no 
clue to the identity of the persons who 
put the bomb in the house was discov- 
ered. 

The first floor of the tenement is occu~- 
pied by Charles Vivano as a grocery store. 
His apartments are entered from a hail- 
way entrance from the street beside the 
store. According to the police the bomb 
is believed to have been exploded by a 
time machine placed close against the 
door leading into the Vivano bedroom. 

The explosion broke all the windows in 
the rear of the hall and knocked down 
the door leading to Vivano’s bedroom. 
Vivano, his wife, and four children were 
thrown out. eats athe. 


SUFFRAGETTES FIGHT POLICE. 


Again Try to Hold Meeting Within the 
Precincts of the Commons. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—The female suffrag- 
ists made another attempt this evening 
to hold a meeting within the precincts of 
the House of Commons, and as a result 
five women and one man were arrested 
after an exciting fight with the police. 

The gathering was arranged by the 
Women Workers of Manchester and East 
London, who assembled in strong force. 
The police were taken unawares, and 
some women got within the entrance to 
the house before their object was de- 
tected. When the police finally barred 
the entrances the women tried to hoid 
their meeting in the palace yard. A force 
of constables was then summoned to 
eject them. 

The women fcught wildly, scratching 
and kicking the officers, but they were 
eventually compelled to give way. Those 
who persisted in resisting were carried 
screaming to the nearest police station. 
They were charged under the old law 
against attempting to hold a meeting 
within a mile of the House of Parlia- 
ment while the Commons is in session. 


KILBURN TO RESIGN. 


State Superintendent of Banks Will 
Quit on Jan. 1 


Frederick D. Kilburn, State Superinten- 
dent of Banks, announced yesterday that 
he intends to resign. His resignation will 
be handed to Gov.-elect Hughes directly 
after Mr. Hughes takes office on Jan. 1. 
Mr. Kilburn will become President of the 
Fidelity Deevlopment Company, a cor- 
poration operating in real estate in the 
Bronx and Westchester. 

Mr. Kilburn will retire under fire. The 
manner in which he conducted his office 
was an issue in the last campaign. Gov.- 
elect Hughes promised the voters that he 
would start a searching investigation of 
the State Department of Banks as soon 
as he took office. William R. Hearst in 
his letters accepting the Independence 
League and the Democratic nominations 
for Governor declared that he would re- 
move Mr. Kilburn if elected. 

Charges against Mr. Kilburn were pre- 
ferred on more than one occasion to Gov. 
Higgins. He dismissed them, however. 
Kilburn was his friend and a member of 


the little inner circle in which were the 
Governor’s political advisers. The charges 
had to do with the failure of the German 
Bank in Buffalo and the scandals that 
attended it, and with other failures in 
which it was declared the State Depart- 
ment of Banks had been remiss in its 
duty. When the Governor failed to act

The immigration authorities have de- 
ported Annie Person, a Swede, who had 
lived for the last fifteén years in Port- 
jand, Ore., on the ground that she was 
suffering frosa trachoma.
